HELDEN AND SCHWAB. 


The Two Anarchists to Begin Their Life 
Term To-Day. 


CuicaGo, III., November 12.—Fielden and 
Schwab will be taken to Joljet to-day in charge 
of several Deputy Sheriffs, to begin their term 
of life imprisonment. It was the intention of 
the Sheriff at first to start them on their jour- 
ney immediately after the execution of their 
companions, but, upon second considera- 
tion, he concluded to wait until to-day 


and give them an opportunity of saying 
good-byeto their families. Both men atea 
hearty supper last night and almost immedi- 
ately afterward retirea tothe further corner of 
their cells. While apparently congratulating 
themselves on their narrow escape from the 
gallows, they appear gloomy and despondent 
over their present situation and refused to 
talk to any one.

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AS SEEN IN DEATH. 


Great Crowds View the Remains of Parsons 
and Fischer. 


OnIcaGo, III., November 12.—The doors of 
the undertaking establishment to which the 
bodies of the dead Anarchists were taken after 
the execution yesterday were thrown open at 
6 o’clock this morning, and the crowd, which 
had been waiting to view the remains began 
to file in. Only the bodies of Par- 
sons and Fischer were left to  grat- 


ify the morbid curiosity of the 
crowd, the remains of Spies and 
Engel having already been removed. Occa- 
sionally one of the curious would mutter 
something as he gazed upon the up- turned, 
distorted faces of the dead, but mostof the 
people passed on silentiy after a single glance 
at the re these much talked-of 
men. At9:300’clock the doors were closed. 
At that time there Was a big crowd outside rnd 
it was estimated that four or five thousand 

eople had viewed the remains. A halt hour 
ater the bodies were removed to the resi- 
dences of the dedd Anarchists, No excitement 
attended the transfer of the remains. 

THE SPIES HOUSE OF MOURNING. 

The doors and windows of Chris Spies’ 
house, where the body of the dead Anarchist 
lies, were barred and would not be opened for 
any one. Long strips of white and biack 
crepe swung from the door bell. At the top 
of the symbols of mourning was a large 
biack rose, made also of crepe, 
and from the middle of the 
rose a stream of red fluttered in the breeze, 
From the moment the dead body arrived at 
the residence of August's brother, the house 
has been surrounded by crowds of inquisitive 
spectat rs. This morning the assemblage 
gradually increased in numbers, all anxious to 
get a look at the face of the famous Anarchist. 
Nobody was gratified. Repeated calls at 
the door failed to elicit any response. 

AT THE VAN ZANDT MANSION. 

The Van Zandt mansion was tightly closed 
this morning. At every window, save those 
inthe upper story of the house, the curtains 
were drawn so as to —— shut out the light. 
A transparency of August Spies hung lu the 
parlor window, and was thrown into relief by 
the buff curtain behind. Many people glanced 
up at the picture as they passed. When the 
reporter rang tke door bell a neat-looking 
colored girl opened the door. 

Is Miss Van Zandt at home?“ was the ques- 
tion askea.

REMOVING FISCHER’S BODY. 

At 10 o’clock the casket containing the body 
of Fischer was taken out. It was to betaken to 
the homeof his wife, It was quickly lifted into 
the wagon, and an oil-cloth covering spread 
ovef it. Then the undertaker and his 
assistants mounted to the box and the 
wagon was driven out Milwaukee avenue, 
followed by a crowd of small boys, most of the 
grown people staying behind in the hope of 
getting a glance at Parsons. A detail of 
police, just going on duty, came along at 
the time and marched after the wagon. 
This created some eommotion along the 
avenue, but it died out when the police 
turned off at Noble street. The wagon, with 
its guard of boys, moved on tothe house of 
Mrs. Fischer, just a block east of Milwaukee 
avenue. It is a two-story frame structure and 
occupied by several families. Mrs. Fischer’s 
apartments are in the rear on the ground floor, 
and are entered through an oh under a 
rear stairway leading from the second story. 
This arch was draped with white and black 
cambric. Around the house was a great crowd 
of women and children, evidently belonging in 
the neighborbood. — were morbidly curi- 
ous rather than sympathetic, and when the 
wagon drove up in front of the house they 
craned their necks to see what they could. 

MRS. FISCHER'S GRIEF. 

Mrs. Fischer was at the house of one the 
neighbors when the body ofher husband ar- 
rived, but as soon as it had been carried into 
the house and properly placed she was 
escorted into her desolate home by two female 
friends. She was suffering greatly, and her 
actions were somewhat hysterical. She stopped 
occasionally and threw her arms about one or 
the other of her friends and wept bitterly... At 
l1o’ciock the curious throug still hung about 
the house. 

MRS. PARSONS’ WILD GRIEF. 

The undertaker had conveyed Parsons’ 
body to the residence, 785 Milwaukee avenue, 
shortly before II o’clock. When the street 
door was opened, Mrs. Parsons was observed 
at the head of the stairs, dressed in a — 
black wrapper. Apparentiy she had reste 
little during the night, tor her eyes were swol- 
len much with weeping. She was greatly 
excited when she realized that they were 
about to bring up ber husband, dead, and 
she immediately commenced weeping again. 
A committee went to her and endeavored to 
calm her, but she grew more agitated until 
they almost forced her into herown apart- 
ments and locked the door. She would not 
listen to their entreaties, and one was left 
to see that she did herself no harm while the 
others carried up the coffin and deposited it 
on two chairs in the little sitting-room. The 
top of the casket was removed and the calm 
pale features exposed. 

A BENSATIONAL SCENE. 

All the time they were taking off the lid, 
Mrs. Parsons was struggling in the room ad- 
oining and calling the name of her husband. 

ittle Albert and Lucy, the children, stood 
together, crying and unnoticed in the corner 
ofthe room, As the chamber door was un- 
locked, the widow rushed out and threw 
herself bodily on the coffin. A hysterical 
ery escaped her lips and the poor woman fell 
on the floor in a dead faint before the friends 
could catch her. The gathering of morbidly 
curious Germans about the street door, 
who were not permitted to enter the house, 
heard the cry and a sensation ran through the 
crowd. As soon as rs. Parsons had 
recovered sufficient! to welk, she ran 
again to her dead, 2 and calling 
hie name. Again sbe fain before ber Ii 
touched the cold face of ber husband. This 
time friends carried her away and would not 
let her see the corpse again.

“A SAD SCENE. 


The Parting of Fielden and Schwab With 
Their Wives and Children. 


CHICAGO, III., November 12.—Four coffins, 
suggestive of yesterday’s ghastly business, 
were the first objects that caught the eye 
of the early morning visitor at the 
jail to-day as he crossed the ocourt- 
yard. They were designed for the 
bodies of Parsons, Spies, Fischer and Engel 
by the undertakers sent by the friends to care 
for the remains, but the State supplied the 
temporary coffins, and these were stacked in 
the court. Mrs. Schwab and Mrs. Fielden, 
who came to see their husbands, saw them 
and with averted eyes passed them dy. 
The jail was a sombre place this 


morning. Balliffs, prisoners, reporters and 
visitors had not yet outworn the gruesome 
scenes of yesterday. A detail of prisoners in 
the early a scrubbed the jail from top 
to bottom. The last remnants ofthe gallows 
had been removed yesterday and packed away 
in the crypts under the jail. Mrs. 
Schwab, and her two children, together 
with Mrs. Schnaubelt, came about 9 o'clock, 
and Fielden and Schwab were released from 
their cells. Schwab looked rather feeble. 
He brought down a stool and conversed with 
his wife and her mother for nearly two hours. 
They were separated by the partition of tron 
bars and wire nettings. rs. Schwab was 
clad entirely in black and a black crepe veil 
fell in folds from her bonnet, in memory per-

THE PREVIOUS DAY’S SAD EVENTS. 

Mrs. Schnaubelt seemed the more deeply 
affected and from time to time wiped the tears 
from her eyes. The wild and frolicsome little 
giris raised an uprvar in tue cage with their 

leeful shouts over pennies given them by the 

alliffs or over pictures drawn for them by 
the reporters. They’ were happily unable 
to understand their father’s fate. Before the 
parting Schwab fondly kissed the children 
many times, and hugged them, and retired 
sadly to his cell.

He was either buried in 
gloomy thoughts or he would not hear. At 10 
o'clock Mrs. Fielden came. She carried a 
baby in her arms, and with her was a neighbor 
who led Fiel¢en’s little girl. Mrs. Fielden 
cried a great deal while talking with her hus- 


d. 

About 11:45 the men parted with their wives, 
and were then brought into the jail office, 
where W. A. Foster, one of the counsel in the 
trial, talked to them, and bid them good-bye, 
‘*Merely a friendly conversation, said 7. 
Foster. Schwab told me that he regretted 
the death of Spies very much, and wished 
that his life had been spared.’’ 

OFF TO JOLIET. 

A few minutes after 12 o’ciock a cab rolled 
into the jail court-yard and Depnty-Sherifis 
Gleason, Spears and Gaipin jumped out and 
ran up the pm to the jail office. Giesson 
pulled a pair of hand-cuffs out of his pocket 
and fitted them to the wrist of Schwab’s 
right band and “Fielden’s left. Jailer 
Folz brought out of his private room a pair of 
old rusty leg trons weighing four or five 
pounds and locked the legs of the men to- 
gether. Gleason searched them. Mr. Foster 
said: ‘*You won't und any bombs in Fielden’s 
pockets, forheisa man who never even car- 
ried a re volver. A moment later, he ro- 
marked: ‘‘They will cut off your beards at 
Joliet, won't they?’’

Numerous Complaints to the Interstate 


Commerce Commission. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., November 12. — The 
Board of Trade of Lincoln, Neb., makes a com- 
plaint to the Inter-state Commerce Commis- 
sion against the Missouri Pacific Railway, 
charging that its rates from St. Louis to Lin- 
coln are unjust and unreasonably high, and 
that as compared with certain other rates in 
unjust discrimination as made against Lincoln. 
It makes similar complaint againat the Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad with re- 
spect to the rates from Chicago to Lincoln. 

Plummer, Perry & Co. of Lincoln, Neb., 
complain that the Union Pacific Railroad Com 
pany, having received a consignment of sugar 


at San Francisco for Lincoln, refused to haul

it direct to its destination, but first took it to 
Omaha and rebilled it to Lincoln, which pro- 
cedure caused an extra charge of 15 cents a 
hundred for transportation. Complainants 
aver that the consignment was hauled seventy- 
seven miles further than was necessary. They 
pray for an order of restraint for the future 
and restitution,of the overcharge in the case 
cited.

BERLIN, November 12.—When the news of 


and literally sobbed, crying, ‘‘Mein 
mein Fritz! mein armer Frita!’’ He 
then began to pace about the room in an ex- 
cited and irresolute manner. ‘‘I have never 
seen His Majesty so completely upset,’’ said 
my informant. Since then then the wires be- 
tween San Remo and the Imperial Palace 
been at work hourly night 
and day. The bulletins sent to 
the Emperor are made as rose-colored 
as possible, but nothing has been able to calm 
his terrible anxiety as yet. Except on the 
above-mentioned occasion he has made heroic 
efforts to conceal his fears, to live down his 
feebleness and to show the same brave face to 
all. Yesterday the Emperor showed himself 
to the people at his window. This is one of 
the curious sights of Berlin. At about 12:30 
each day a detachment of soldiers, headed by 
a large band, comes down the Friederich 
Strasse and along the Unter-den-Linden Ave- 
nue to relieve the guard at the Royal Guard- 
house, which is opposite the palace. 
As these pass the imperial resi- 
dence the band, which till then has 
been silent, beginsto play the national an- 
them. There are usually six or seven hun- 
dsed and yesterday there were over a thou- 
sand people of all sorts and conditions massed 
in front of the palace. As the band approaches 
a hand is seen at the corner window, the cur- 
tain is drawn aside and the Emperor appears. 
The people give the wildest demonstrations of 
joy. Their Hochs can be heard a mile off. 
The Emperor remains in full view for two or 
three minutes with his right band raised in 
military salute. He looked terribly worn yes- 
terday and his appearance belied the Reichsan- 
eiger’s statement of the morning, that after 
a capital night the Emperor had risen almost 
in his usual health.’’ 
WHAT THE DOCTORS SAT. 
BERLIN, November 12.—Dr. Schroeter de- 
olares that the disease from which the Crown 
Prince is suffering is a cancer. He proposes 
to perform the dangerous operation 
of tracheotomy and completely extirpate the 
cancer. This, he thinks, will prolong the 
patient’s life three or four years. Dr. Macken- 
zie is against this course of treatment, 
as he fears thatthe Crown Prince may suc- 
cumb under it. He hopes to prolong the 
Prince’s life fora year and a half by methods 
he advocates. Dr. Krause proposes 
tracheotomy. All the doctors, however, 
are infavor of postponing any operation for 
the present. The National Zei- 
tung states that the German speécial- 
ists on Friday, after a consultation, agreed 
that the diagnosis of the disease as cancer, 
in April, was correct and that the 
disease has sinee spread. The Orown Prince 
was informed of their conclusions, and he re- 
tired for an hour to consider what course to 
pursue. He finally decided not to submit to 
an operation. He bears himself in the bravest 
manner.

OUTLAWS IN HIDING.

Over 150,000 Peopie Who Want to Obey no 
Law But the Law of Their Own Special 
God—Perjury Not Regarded as a Crime— 
Polygamy Will Not Be Abandoned. 


Utah is still knocking vigorously at the gates 
of the Union. The Mormonsin the Territory 
want Statehood. The Gentiles to a man de- 
clare that Statehood in the present condition 
of affairs there would forever close the Terri- 
tory against that development to which its 
agricultural and mineral resources 
are entitled. Its soil in ai rich 
as the richest in America; its mines can be 
made to yield millions if properly worked, but 
Mormonism is opposed to advancement or en- 
terprise, it is jealous of its kingdom of Zion, 
and it calls a halt to progress, and says it 
wants no settlers or investors or laborers in 
Utah who do not belong, body and soul, to the 

‘Church of Latter-Day Saints. This is the situ- 
ation in Mormondom to-day. 

Utah has been striving for Statehood for over 
thirty years. Its agents have been swearing 
to population and promising to live up to the 
laws of the United States ever since 1855. They 
will knock all the more vigorously at the gates 
of the Union from this time forward, as

is growing pretty desperate for them. The 
United States Government has been crowding 
them badly for the past three or four years. 
The Edmunds law has made plural matrimony 
a burden which they find it very hard to bear. 
And now they are anxious to circumvent the 
Edmunds act and keep their polygamists out 
of prison. There is only one way to do this 
and that way is to obtain Statehood. 

Junius Wells told me, on the Denver 
& Rio Grande train coming from 
Salt Lake the other day, that Utah would be in 
Washington at the opening of every Congress 
hereafter, with men and money to buy or 
boost the Territory intothe Union, and that 
they never would let up until they got there. 
And Junius Wells is a shining young light of 
the Mormon Church. He edits the Salt Lake 
Contributor and isasonof D. 8. Wells, who 
with Joseph F. Smith was councillor to the 
late President Taylor. He is likely to be made 
an apostie, too, in place of Apostie Carring- 
tun, who fell from grace while on a mission 


to Engiand and was recently voted out of the 
Church for that offense. The Mormons will 
have no trouble in furnishing the men and 
money of which Mr. Wells spoke. The Tith- 
ing House has already sent thousands and 
thousands of dollars to Washington—no de- 
nial is made of this fact—and it can send many 
thousands more, und will.

THE TRUTH ABOUT UTAH 

Its condi- 
be summed upin afew worcs. In 
United States Marshal Dyer's office at Salt 
Lake City there are over 700 indictments wait- 
ing to be served—all against Mormons who 
have violated the laws of the country and who 
are resisting those laws to their utinost ef- 
forts. The indictments are for polygamy and 
unlawful cohabitation. They have not been 
served because the indicted parties are 
fugitives from justice, and they are not 
the common scruff of Mormondom 
either; not the uneducated Danes and 
Swedes who are brought into Utah in droves, 
but the cream of Mormon intelligence and the 
highest dignitaries of the Church. Seven 
hundred of them under indictment and in bid- 
ing; and the Marshal told me there were about 
one thousand more polygamists who were ‘‘on 
the underground, as concealment is called, 
and who were dodging the law officers as vig- 
orouasly as if they too were included in the 
hunt. Fully 1,500 of the polygamic citizens of 
Jtah, to state the fact mildly, are resisting 
the laws of the land and dare not show them- 
selves in public for fear of arrest. At 
the very lowest estimate there are 3,000 men in 
Utah who are liWinzin polygamy, but nearly 
one-half of this number are practicing the 
principle on the quiet and will not acknowledge 
that they have — than one wife or that they 
are living with more than one. 

The law of the land is very plain. Thatlaw, 
as applied to Utah Territory, is comprised in 
the Edmunds-Tucker act, which is virtually 
the same act that Congress passed in 1862. It 
prohibits certain practices and provides pen- 
alties forthem. It declares against certain in- 
atitutionsand orders that they cease to exist. 

It forbids polygamy. 

It forbids tithing. 

It forbids polygamists to hold office. 

It forbids the holding of more than $50,000 
worth of property by the Mormon church. 

It dissolves and winds up the Perpetual 
Emigrating Fund Company. 

There should be no trouble about under- 
standing so plain a law as this. Polygamy is

„pen. He was a fugitive, but United States 
Marshal Dyer overhauled him in a buggy on 
the highway one morning and captured 
him, despite Cannon’s son’s attempt to 
use a shotgun. Bishop Hiram B. Clawson 
has served a term in the ‘‘ven’’ anda halt 
dozen other prominent business men, woose 
wealth aggregates over $2,000,000; men like 
Dinwoodey, Sheppard, Groesbéck and Henry 
Grow, have seen the inside of prison walls and 
worn the stripes, for the sake of the principles 
which they seem to hold dearer than life. 
Geo. Cannon is dodging the Deputy 
Marshais, who are trying to earn the $5,000 re- 
ward offered for him.

Zion. Moses Thatcher, another apostie, whois 
one of the stockholders in the Mormon’s 
establishment known as the z.

(Zion’s Co-operative Mercantile Institute) is 
in hiding, and on the two Sundays when I at- 
tended services in the tabernacle there was 
not a single member of the quorum of the 
twelve apostles present. These lights of the 
church are not willing to comply with the law. 
If they were, they would come forward and 
renounce polygamy and thus end the persecu- 
tion, or martyrdom, or whatever else they are 
pleased to term it, which they now endure; for 
amnesty Awaits all who acknowledge and bow 
to thie law. 

Not only do these Church dignitaries resist

Smith of Salt Lake,and Water and Road Com- 
missioner Jo Pingree of Ogden, drew pay 
while they were serving terms for polygamy 
in the Utah pen. And it am / be weli to 
add that the Mormons look with contampt 
upon the whole United States. ‘They are 
building up the kingdom of God and they do 
not care for man’s kingdom. They hold per- 
jury light as air, and when they swear to the 
Gentile God think it no offense to outlie 
Ananias. They make no bones of telling you 
this, either. Their oaths in court are mere 
jokes; the only covenants they regard solemnly 
are those made intheir owntemples. They 
are proud of the prison stripes which they 
wear for polygamy’s sake, and several of 
them have had their pictures taken in the 
zebra costumes. They have 80 per cent of 
the present population of Utah, and they 
are in a hurry to enter the 
Union so that they may frighten off the Gentile 
invaders, whose numbers are daily swelling 
and whose presence in the majority in the Ter- 
ritory means the doom of polygamy and the 
death of the Mormon Church.

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GIVEN TO THE JURY. 


Argument in the Murder Case of Wm. 
Gooley, Who Killed J. F. Ryan. 


Last evening the testimony in the Gooley 
murder case was all before the jury, and this 
morning the arguments were opened. It was 
agreed that each side should be allowed three 
hours in which to make their addresses. 

O. Orrick Bishop, assistant to the Circuit At- 
terney, opened the arguments at 10:20 o’clock. 
He carefully summed up the evidence in the 


case, grouping it together in the strongest 
ossible shape for the State. He said that 
vooley entered Tom Kelly’s saloon for the evi- 
dent purpose of having trouble, and boasted to 
Kelly that he could whip him. Constable 
Ryan, who was in the saioon, knew Gooley 
was certain to get the worst of any fight he 
might get into there, and led him out, im- 
— him not to go back. He took him to 
eventh and Market streets, and then Gooley 
turned on him and angrily said that he did 
not care a —— for Tom Kelly or anybody else. 
The addition of the remark ‘‘or anybody 
else was evidently intended for Ryan who 
had been acting as the defendant's friend all 
the while. Gooley’s action took Ryan by 
surprise, and before the latter realized what 
he meant, Gooley drew his revolver and mor- 
tally wounded him. There was sufficient pre- 
meditation to make it a case of murder in the 
first degree, and he could not understand how 
it could be anything else. 
FOR GOO LET. 

Henry D. Laughlin followed for the de- 
tense. After referring to the gravity of the 
position of the jurors he said that he thought 
that theevidence in the case showed clearly 
that it was nota case of murder in the first 
degree, He did not think it necessary to dis- 
cuss the matter seriously from that point. The 
real question for the jury to decide was 
whether it was murder in the second degree, 
manslaughter in the fourth degree or justifiable 
killing. It had been claimed by the state that

testimony to show 
figured at all in the case. 

Lelly was a 
layful one, and one frequently made to Kelly 
najocular way. Gooley was not angry, but 
his remark angered Keily, who said he could 
not only lick Guoley, but all his crowd. The 
defendant apologized to Kelly, which he 
would not have done had he been in search of 
trouble, He bad spoken that way frequently 
before with Kelly. The latter was used to that 
talk, and it was only polite talk that would in- 
sult him. He was not usedtoit. Ryan was 
drunk, and it was he who treated Gooley to 
the drink which fired the latter up. When 
Menne took Gooley away Ryan followed, al- 
though there was nonecessity for his doingso, 
as the defendant was already going willingly. 
At Seventh and Market streets, Ryan himself 
brought on the trouble, and first drew his 
weapon to, shoot Gooley, when the latter 
killed him to save his own life, 
case of self-defense.

Circuit Attorney Clover followed for the 
State. He said Ryan acted as a peacemaker in 
the saioon of Tom Kelly, and at Seventh and 


It was a clear 


Market streets begged Goolex not to return to 


the place for fear he would be killed. Ac- 
cording to the defense, the only provocation 
for Ryan drawing his revolver was that Gooley 
had said he did not Care for Kelly or any other 
man. He said nothing about Ryan. 
This was inconsistent with Ryan’s ac- 
tion all through. Gooley’s 
against him, and showed ; 
nota shooting in self-defense. The defense 
claimed there was no personal enmity between 
the two men, Ryan and Gooley. But there was 
a political feud, the same provocation the An- 
archists had for killing Officer Degnan in Chi- 
cago, aman whom they had never seen be- 
fore. And for this offense four of them had 
been hanged. It was not necessary for per- 
sonal enmity to be shown to make itacase of 
murder in the first degree. The witnesses for 
the State were all disinterested business men, 
and not politicians. Gooley’s only important 
witness was Mr. Merne, anold school-mate 
and an associate of his for sixteen years. 

* FOR GOOLEY. 

Joseph G. Lodge, who had the closing for 
the defense, started by describing the nature 
of criminal prosecutions and the rights of de- 
fendarts. here was noevidence that Gooley 
had entered Kelly’s saloon for trouble, and he 
did nor said nothing calculated to bring it on. 
What he said jocularly angered Kelly and 
Gooley apologized. he defendant left the 
saloon and went to Seventhand Market streets 
with Ryan. They were in the best of good 
humor and there was no Indication of any bad 
feeling between Gooley and Ryan at any — 
Ryan drew his revolver first. All the positive 
evidence established that fact clearly, and all 
the circumstantial evidence bore it out. 
Gooley drew his pistol and shot Ryan, believ- 
ing his life to be in danger atthetime. It was 
clearly a case of self-defense and Mr. Lodge 
asked for.the outright acquittal of the de- 
fendant. ' 

CLOSING THE ARGUMENT. . 

Thomas B. Harvey for the State then closed 
the arguments. He said the killing originated 
out of the excitement prevalent at the time of 
the Glover primaries. Glover had been un- 
fairly treated at the polls and his friends 
opened a new poll at Tom Kelly’s place. 
The parties who entered the saloon that night 
with Gooley were all followers of Butler and 
2 of Glover. Goddley was an employe 
of Butler, and went to Kel. y’s for the purpose 
of starting a row. His ma iner in approaching 
Kelly, leader ot the Glover forces in the ward. 
showed this. Ryan being a constable—an offi- 
cer of the law—and a friend of Gooley, took 
the latter away to prevent trouble. t Sev- 
enth and Market streets Gooley wanted to go 
back and Ryan endeavored to persuade him 
not to do so.

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Elections—New York Not Necessary to 
the Kepublicans—The Labor Vote—A

By Telegraph to the PosT-DIsPATCH. 

AUGUSTA, Me., November 12.—Joe Manley’s 
statement Thursday night mapped out the 
national campaign in Maine for 1888. A coun- 
cil of war was held, to which were invited not 
only the members of the Republican State Com- 
mittee but Congressional delegation and party 
war-horses from all parts of the State. About 
one hundred gentiemen responded to the call. 
Mr. Manley said at the outset: I have called 
the committee together for the purpose of 
deciding when the next State Conventioa 
shall be called and where it shall be held. 
This will involve the question whether 
we shall have one or two State conventions 
the coming year because the committee may 
decide to call two conventions, one to nom- 
inate delegates to the National Convention and 
one to nominate candidates for Governor and 
for Presidential Electors. Of course it also in- 
volves the basis of representation at the con- 
vention, whether the basis shall be the vote of 
1886 or the vote of 1884, The committee will 
consider the question of winter work.’’ 

THE CONFERENCE THEN PROCEEDED 
informally, nearly all present outlining their 
views of the situation. 

Senator Hale said that the elections showed 
that the vigor of the party was unimpaired 
and that the future looked bright. 

Senator Frye saw nothing serious ahead, and 
hesaid that there was no reason to be dis- 
heartened, He believed that New York would 
be carried another year and that the Repub- 
licans were in better condition there than they 
were two years ago.

The sailing 
master, C. T. Tooker, mistook a light in one 
of the cottages for the Beaver Tall light, and 
supposed he was sailing direct for Dutch 
Isiand harbor.

and still later the most violent of his de- 
tractors, the Prince deals with bis revelations 
by pointing out their improbability or by 
simply denying their truth, and then he goes 
for Mme. de Remusat’s memoirs, declaring 
that they are a tissue wf calumnies and con- 
tradictions written in 1818, but made up out 
ot impressions received during the time she 
was intimate with the imperial family. 
This the Prince demonstrates by numer- 
ous citations from the published letters 
which she wrote to her husband, in which 
she speaks inavery different way of Napo- 
leon; these show that when they were writ- 
ten she had certainly an exaulted admi- 
ration for the Emperor, and that the fact that 
this admiration was not returned hada great 
deal todo with her treason to him. She 
hoped to exercise a durable and profitable in- 
fluence through that charm of intelligence 
that Napoleon had recognized; she dreamed of 
being an ardent friend oi his, a sort of Egeria. 
This dream betrays itself by her enthusiasm 
for the hero and her regrets at the effaced 
role women played in his life.

hersonl. ‘Perhaps,’ she writes, ‘the Em- 
eror would have been a greater man had he 
een more and above all better loved.’ Did 
she undertake to inspire this love? The 
memoirs answer this indiscreet question. 
Mme. de Remusat was mistaken in the nature 
of Napolcon. Dominated by the grandeur of 
his projects, he escaped the influence of 
women.

A QUICK KNOCK-OUT. 


FRANK NEAL PUTS STEVE HEARN TO 
SLEEP IN TWO ROUNDS. 


And Then Fights Four Rounds to a Draw 
With Another Local Light-Weight—A 
„Swell Crowd Has Its Appetite for 
Fighting Sated—Metropolitan Sports Wit- 
nessa Rattling Dog Fight—Stormy Scenes 

Around the Pit—Base Ball and Sporting 
News. 


Any one who happened to pass through the 
lobby of acertain prominent hotel last night 
might have noticed a smallcrowd of gentle- 
men with light overcoats and plug hate stand- 
ingina bunch smoking and chatting. The 
crowd was made up ofafew ‘‘fancy’’ ygentie- 
men from New Orieans andanumber of act- 
ors now in the city. They had gathered to 
witness a glove fight which had been arranged 
specially for them in the early part of the 
week, and they wore discussing the sport 
which they anticipated enjoying. 

Presently a low-set man, for whom the 
crowd was evidently waiting, joined the 
group, and the whole party adjourned toa 
quiet room on the South side of town, where 
the pugilists were waiting,and in which a neat 
ring had been built. When the crowd arrived 
they took seats in two rows of chairs which 
had been placed around theropes, not danger- 
ously near, however, and an old sport jumped 


into the middle of the ring and informed the 


audience, which received him with a cheer, 


that the men were taking hoff their duds, 


and would be ere roight awaly.’’ The old 
sport was right, for presently the men, 
two local light-weights, appeared, stripped 


to the waist and in fighting costume. They 
were Frank Neal and Steve Hearn, and each 
had an able second of local fame. The gloves, 
small, light mittens with a pipefal of moss in 
them, were tossed into the ring, selections of 
corners and gioves were made, and the ref- 
eree, an old-timer, gave the word, and away 
went the fighters at each other. 

THE FIRST FIGHT. 

In the first round Neal ied with a soft slap 
on the left cheek of his opponent, who came 
back at him with a rousing digin the ribs, at 
which the crowd laughed. This made 
Neal mad, for he went at his man 
with a rush and pummeled him right 
and left as he wished, confining 
his blows mainiy to the body. He was cvi- 
dentiy attempting to wind his man, who did 
some sharp in fighting by way of retaliation. 
The round closed with Hearn short of wind 
and Neul as fresh as a daisy. 

The bottle, sponge and towel worked with 
refreshing effectior the brief space of a min- 
ute, and then the fighters went at each other 
for the second tilt. 

In this round, which was the last one also, 
the men fought like a pair of blacksmiths, and 
Neal's heavy work with both fists on Hearn’s 
body began to tell. Nota second was lost and 
a blow was registered on either side 
for every other tick of the timekeeper’s 
watch. The fighting was all at close quarters, 
Neal never varying his body blows. This work 
at last began to teli on Hearn, and when Neal 
planted a flush right-hander on Hearn’s right 
eye, effectually closing that orb, the owner 
was a whipped nan. Hearn was carried to his 
corner by his second limp as a rag and com- 
pletely fagged out. He was blowing like a 
gatfed chicken, and when time was called he 
could not stand up. The purse of $50 was there 
fore given to Neal, who wanted another go“ 
and he got it. 

THE SECOND FIGHT. 

The second fight on the card was between 
Neal and Eddie Hurron, the latter also a light- 
weight, and this turned out with a more even 
distribution of honors. Forr rounds were 
fought with the same kind of gloves and if 
Neul had not foucht so hard to whip his man 
in the first fight he would probably have con- 
quered bis other foe in the second. The fight- 
ing was sharp and hot from the jump. 

In the first round Neal led with his 
leit for Harron’s head, but was 
neatly stopped. Then followed heavy 
exchanges which fell with a ‘‘smack’’ 
on the breast and face and a ‘‘bump’’ on the 
ribs. The blows were altogether too rapid in 
succession to keep tally of them, but tuere 
was no joking. about them, forthe crowd ex- 
pressed iteelt as highly amused by the sport, 
and were satisfied that the ‘‘go’’ was no love- 
making affuir on either side.

A DOG FIGHT. 


Metropolitan Sports Witness a Desperate 
Battle Between Two Canines.

NEW YORK, November 12.—The deckhands 
onthe Thirty-fourth street ferry-boat Flush- 
ing looked with suspicion Wednesday night 
on three coaches containing some flashily 
dressed sports, the sporting reporter, and an 
unshaven individual who held a lithe-bodied 
black dog, carefully muzzled and blanketed, as 
tencerly as if the creature had just swallowed 
a dynamite cartridge. The members of the 
party sauntered carelessly to the ticket win- 
dow in the Long Island Railroad office, and 
tried not to heed the longing giances of the 
hard-worked train men,who knew well enough 
what was going on.

Our course used to be around 
the boulevards, but that got to be too long, so 
we have for the past few years made the 
course to Pullman, seventeen miles. We 
divide the parties in two. The herd, of fellows 
who can’t race to amount to anything, go in 
Che hares, while your crack men go as 
hounds. Give the hares a fair handicap, 
say ten to fifteen minutes, according 
to your relative strength. Take your 
men who bave no record and who are sup- 
posed to make nothing better than a mile in 
four minutes or a little less, and then put your 
cracks who have made their mile in 2:50 and 
such afterthem. Figureon the cracks catch- 
ing the hares just at destination and you have 
it. It is for you to make the figures, so cal- 
culating that all will arrive at destination very 
nearly the same time. The hounds, of course, 
come in first—we have always had it that way. 
Once in a while a hare would beat the hounds, 
and then we would rejoice with the hare, 
and 10, drink with bim much and at 
his expense. There is lots of fun in 
an h. and h. chase. You must, of course, 
have a good dinner at the destination. 
That’s the chief wrinkle ofthe whole thing. 
And above ail make the handicaps so fair that 
all your fellows can go in. In St. Louis you

wouid perbaps do it very much different than | 


we do here. For instance, you have quite a 
field of crack racers and fast men, while you 
have another and larger field of fellows who 
don’t race but who like to tour. Therefore, 
ae the roadsters all in the hounds and 
1andicap your racing men so bad that the 
hares will have an equal chance witht them. 
That is not the way the races will be held 
here. According to Ayres it was a race in 
Chicago, not a chase; simply a handicap, with 
none of the puzzling twistings and turnings 
of the hares, and none of the result 
ing amusement. The only way to make 
such an affair a source of tun for all is to con- 
fine itto Forest Park, where the winds and 
turns in the paths and roads are enough to 
keep the fast hounds busy finding the trail.

THE CARLISLE—THOEBE CONTEST. 


Denial of the Report That Randall Is Aiding 
the Contestant. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATCH. 

WaSHINGTON, D. O., November 13.—Gen. J. 
Hale Sypher, the attorney for Geo. H. Thoebe, 
contestant against ex-Speaker Oarlisle, said 
yesterday, referring to a statement made by 
Mr. Carlisle, published recently, that he had 
heard that Mr. Randall was assisting Mr. 
Thoebe in his contest. 

I Mr. Carlisle made such an assertion he 


is mistaken. I don’t believe he has any in- 
formation. warrant! bim in making such a 
statement. Neither Mr. Thoebe nor any of his 
friends have had any communication with Mr. 
Randall on the subject. I notice that Mr. 
Oarlisle says there is nothing in the brief filed 
by mein behalt of Thoebe. I can scarcely 
credit it that he made any such statement, for 
any one who knows the case knows that it 
contains the admission which Mr. Carlisle 
made in his answer to the notice of contest, 
which, if true, shows clearly and conclusively 
in the light of lawand precedents governing 
in such cases that Mr. Carlisle was not legally 
elected. If his own admission is false and the 
law and precedents are to be disregarded and 
set aside by his partisans in the House, then, 
of course, there is nothing in the brief.

Now it suits their purposes to report 
that there is nothing in the case. Without 
going into details I can ussure you that when 
the polisclosed on election day Mr. Thoebe | 
was elected by over 1,000 majority. I will 
state further that I am prepared to prove this 
fact, and, in addition, to show how, where 
and by whom, the legal result of the election 
in the district was falsified and a fraudulent 
majority returned for Mr. Carlisle. I invited 
him to meet me in the district forthe purpose 
of confuting these proofs in legal form, but he 
declined. Mr. Carlisle knows that he was not 
legally elected a member of the Fiftieth Con- 
gress.
